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JFK Got More Jewish 
Votes Than Stevenson 





NEW YORK (P-O) —-Eighty- 
one per cent of the Jewish voters 
in the presidential election voted 
for Senator John F. Kennedy and 
19 per cent voted for Richard 
M. Nixon, according to the Gallup 
poll as reported in the Jewish 
Daily Forward. 


The number of Jews voting for 
Kennedy was greater than the 
number voting for Adlai Steven- 
son in 1952 and 1965, the poll 
showed. Stevenson got 75 per 
cent of the Jewish vote in 1956 
and 77 per cent in 1952, 


The survey showed that Ken- 
nedy also attracted a bigger per- 
centage of Catholic votes than 
Stevenson. There was virtually 
no change in the percent of Pro- 
testant voters who cast ballots 
for Stevenson and Kennedy, ac- 
cording to the Gallup pollsters. 

In 1952 and 1956 Stevenson got 
37 per cent of the Protestant 


votes while Kennedy got 38 per 
cent.

‘Volunteer for Yule Shifts’ 
Request to Jewish Police 


NEW YORK (P-O) — If “turn 
about is fair pay” then New 
York’s Jewish cops have an op- 
portunity to pay back Christian 
eops who stood their tours of 
duty during the High Holy Days. 


Chaplain Isidor Frank of the 
Police Department has suggested 
to his Jewish fellow officers that 
they volunteer to work for Chris- 
tian policemen during Christmas 
and New Year’s. 


Police Commissioner Stephen 
P. Kennedy has endursed the 
chaplain’s proposal. In September 
Commissioner Kennedy refused 
a request by Jewish patrolmen 
that they be excused from duty 
during the Rosh Hashana-Yom 
Kippur period. 

The Commissioner had can- 





celed all days off beginning Sept. 
19 to provide security for such 
controversial delegates to the 
United Nations General Assem- 
bly sessions as Premiers Khrush- 
chev of the Soviet Union, Castro 
of Cuba, and others. 


Kennedy was widely critivized 
for having remarked on a tele- 
sion program, “When are these 
men religious? The other fifty- 
one weeks of the year we don’t 
hear anything about it. Or is it 
that one week in the year they 
get religious?” 

Non-Jewish police came to the 
rescue of their fellow-officers by 
volunteering to stand emergency 
tours so their Jewish brethren 
could observe the High Holy 
Days. 





Racial Prejudice Due 


To Feeling of Insecurity 


JERUSALEM (P-0)—The roots 
of racial doctrine are already in 
the minds of newly born children 
and the prejudices are a natural 
reaction to every disappointment 
and feeling of insecurity aceord- 
ing to Dr. David Stauford-Clark 
of the department of psychology, 
London Guy hospital. 


Dr. Stauford-Clark denies that 





prejudices are basically due to 
“neighborhood influences.” 

He declared in an interview 
with the correspondent of the 
Israeli Daily Haaretz, that races 
change continuously through the 
infusion of new blood. This, he 
added, is a healthy development 
from biological standpoint. 

“Racial purity,” he said, “does 
not exist. If it did, it would be 
bad.” 





Today’s Jewish Children 





NEW YORK (P-O) — The 
problem of Jewish children made 
to feel like outsiders at Christ- 
mas-time is brought about by 
parents who feel that they do 
not belong to either the Jewish 
or Christian world, 

So declared Martin Tolchin 
writing in the New York Times. 
Tolchin said that it behooved 
such parents to decide what they 
believe in and what they stand 
for. 

“For many non-Christian chil- 
dren,” wrote Tolchin, “the Christ. 
mas season seems an unendur- 
ably long time to spend on the 
outside looking in. While the 
city’s Buddhist children have 
Christmas trees and the children 
in Moslem and ethical culture 
families sing and exchange 





David or a candelabra—the sym- 
bol of Hanuka, the Jewish holi- 
day which falls in the Christmas 
season. 

Christmas gifts, Jews, the city’s 
largest non-Christian group, are 
forbidden by their religion from 
taking part inthe celebration.” 

A “solution” of the dilemma is 
offered by Carl Urbont, execu- 
tive director of the Young Men’s 
and Young Women’s Hebrew As- 
sociation, 92nd St. and Lexing- 
ton Ave.

New Moral Squad Seizes 
Mobile Brothel at Tel Aviv 


TEL AVIV (P-O)—The capture 
of a “mobile brothel” was one of 
the first activities of a newly 
created “moral squad” organized 
by Israeli police. 

The portable house of prosti- 
tution was discovered on the Tel 
Aviv Beach Plaza. It consisted of 
a green truck, the rear section 
of which was made up like a 
furnished room. Police arrested 
a young woman and a man who 





were allegedly aboard the truck 
when it was seized. 

Announcement of the new 
moral squad was made by Naziv 
Amos Ben Gurion, commander 
of police in the Tel Aviv district. 

The squad will have a member- 
ship of 15 specially selected offic- 
ers. They will concentrate on en- 
forcement of laws against gambl- 
ing, prostitution and liquor vio- 
lations. 





Drive to Close Pig-pens 
Spurred in Beer Yaakob 


JERUSALEM (P-O)—The cam- 
paign in Beer Yaakob to elimi- 
nate the pig-pens in that area 
went into high gear during the 
week with the imposition of fines 
on operators and the issuance of 
orders to other operators to close 
their pens or face severe penal- 
ties, according to an article in 
Hazofe. 

At the same time, the Munici- 
pal Council of Beith Dagan in- 
vited the Beer Yaakob operators 
to establish their pens within the 
Beith Degan area, Hazofe report- 
ed. 

Hazofe stated that 34,000 pigs 
and 2,200 camels were slaught- 
ered in Israel during the past 
year. The paper reported that in 
Beith Dagan, 17,124 pigs were 
slaughtered and sold in Tel Aviv 
while 7,726 were sold in Haifa. 

The meat of 80 camels is sold 
weekly in Tel Aviv and the saus- 
age factories mix the meat of 
horses and donkeys in their prod- 
ucts, according to Hazofe. 

The court in Ramleh convicted 


A. Simonitz, owner of a pig-pen 
in Beer Yaakob, of contempt of 
court for disobeying a court or- 
der to close out his pen. Sentence 
will be imposed next week. 

The Ramleh court ordered Asis 
Farasi, an Arab pig-pen oper- 
ator, to close his pen within 30 
days and fined him IL115, ac- 
cording to Hazofe. 

Charges were filed against 
eight other Beer Yaakoh oper- 
ators. No date for the hearing on 
these charges has yet been set.

child is not likely to feel de- 
prived by not being allowed to 
take part in the Christmas cele- 
bration.” 

Nevertheless, the consensus 
seems to be among several com- 
mentators that the Jewish child

Tolchin quotes Mrs. Shirley 
Robin, a member of the 92nd St, 
YM-YWHA, as follows: “On the 
one hand it strikes me as ute 
realistic to ignore Christmas in 
a country which declares it a 
national, legal holiday and whose 
public schools have a two-week 
vacation period, not to mention 
the fanfare accorded it by every 
sort of store and medium of 
press communication. 

“Further, it seems almost 
cruel to deny a child a Christ- 
mas tree (which is, after all, a 
custom of Pagan origin) or the 
right to exchange presents and 
greeting cards in general to par- 
ticipate in the whole colorful and 
exciting Pageantry that charac- 
terizes the Yuletide season. 

“On the other hand, is it not a 
deception and an artifice to en- 
courage observance of certain 
customs and traditions symbolic 
of a deeply significant religious 
event if one does not observe the 
religious event itself?” 

Dr. Charles G. McCormick, a 
psychologist and psychotherapist, 
who is a member of the faculty 
of the New School for Social Re- 
search, said that the parents who 
feel they do not belong to either 
the Jewish or Christian world, 
are sometimes just AWOL — 
rather than separated — from 
Judaism. ; 

“If parents have respect for 
themselves,” declared Dr. McCor- 
mick, “and respect what they be- 
lieve in, the child will go along 
with them and their attitudes 
quite comfortably.” 

Tolchin points out that for 
many years some Jewish.children 
who have longed for a Christmas 
tree have been permitted by their

Sometimes ‘Unintentional’ 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Why do 
people use terms which are ra- 
cially offensive?

“In our culture,” writes Dr. 
Marcuse, “we do not hesitate to 
put a social ban on, and even, 
sometimes, to make illegal, the 
use of obscene or profane words 
in public. We are quite emphatic 
in instructing our children to this 
effect. We do so because the use 
of such words may violate the 
sense of propriety or the reli- 
gious beliefs of some of our citi- 
zens. 

“Need we then be so squeamish 
about eliminating from our public 
expressions, words which violate 
the human dignity of some of 
our citizens? Radio and televi- 
sion have, in fact, already taken 
this step.”

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Religion Had Roots in Guilt Complex |Over-the-Top in Nomad’s Land 


After ‘Primal Crime’ of Cannibalism 


(Editor's Note; This is the 
first in a series of three ar- 
ticles on “Psychoanalysis and 
the Origins of Judaism.”) 
NEW YORK (P-O) — The most 
far-reaching attempt to give a 
dynamic, psychoanalytic explana- 
tion to religious phenomena was 
made by the great master otf 
psychoanalysis, Sigmund Freud, 
according to Richard L, Ruben- 
stein, writing in The Reconstruc- 
tionist, a bi-weekly magazine ded- 
the “advancement of

Freud’s explanation of the ori- 
gin of religion was a theoreticai 


extension of his conception that 
the Oedipus conflict was the nu- 
clear component in all neurotic 
strivir including religion, 
which he took to be a collective 
obsessional neurosis, according 
to Rubenstein, 

“Given this assumption,” writes 
the author, a member of the ed- 
itorial board of The Reconstruc- 
tionist vhich ‘Freud thought 
was entirely justified on the bas- 


is of his experience as a clinician, 


the resultant hypothetical recon- 
struction of the primal origins 
of religion was logically inescap- 
able 

‘In ‘Totem and Taboo,’ Freud 
suggested that civilization, reli- 
gion and morality had their ori- 
gin in a primal. crime, which has 
continued deeply and darkly to 
affect the human species ever 
since. According to Freud, man- 
kind dwelt originally in primal 


hordes dominated ‘by tyrannical 
males who possessed clans of fe- 
males.” 

The “primal crime,” according 
to Freud, was the cannibalistic 
Slaughter of the “tyrannical 
male” or “father” by his off- 
spring, who resented his exclu- 
sive sexual possession of the fe- 
males of the tribe. Even though 
the sons sought the father’s de- 
struction, the Oedipus complex 
worked so that they loved and 
admired him and wanted to be 
like him. After his murder, re- 
morse bred in them the guilt com- 
plex which sought absolution in 
the earliest of religious rites—- 
the sacrifice of an animal as a 
propitiation for their crime. 

Sacrifice became and remains 
in the Roman church, an effec- 
tive means of social control, 
Writes Rubenstein. Freud ex- 
tended his theory to a historical 
analysis of the origin of Juda- 
ism in “Moses and Monotheism” 
according to Rubenstein, who 
continues: ’ j 

“There are in actuality two 
hypotheses in ‘Moses and Mono- 
theism.’ One was that Moses was 
an Egyptian follower of the mon- 
otheistic Pharaoh Ikhnaton, who 
Sought to create a monotheistic 
People of the Hebrew slaves af- 
ter Egypt had rejected his reli- 
Zion.

was that the religion which Mo- 
ses gave to the Hebrew, was not 
regarded by them as an unmixed 
blessing and that they finally 
murdered him. 

“Like the primal father, how- 
ever, Moses dead was infinitely 
more potent than Moses alive. It 
was only then that his religious 
system began to take effective 
and persistent hold of the Jewish 
people.” 

Freud, according to Ruben- 
stein, has shown that such in- 
escapable dilemmas as the fa- 
ther-son or Oedipus conflict are 
reflected in and engender many 
of the disciplines of Judaic reli- 
gion, 

“Circumcision, sacrifice, the re- 
demption of the first born, con- 
fession and atonement, all take 
on heightened meaning and depth 
in the light of*Freud’s myth,” 





writes Rubenstein. “After Freud, 
one may follow him and reject 
religion; one can also find height- 
ened meaning in religion as a 
decisive and fundalmental ex- 
pression of the human predica- 
ment. 

“It is difficult, indeed, both to 
take Freud seriously and to con- 
tinue to regard religion merely 
as an instrumentality for the in- 
culcation of moral or ethical 
ideals. Freud thought he had 
found the key to all religions. 
Contemporary scholarship, even. 
psychoanalytically oriented schol 
arship, can hardly concur in this 
bold claim. i 

“Paradoxically, however, the 
more severely Freud’s insights 
have been limited to the Judaic 
religions alone, the greater has 
been the inclination to regard 
Freudian insights as relevant and 
applicable to them.”

Jews In Two Latin Republics.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (P-O) 
—Life in the Jewish community 
of this tiny Central American 
Republic and the neighboring 
country of Honduras flows on 
more or less passively, despite 
the reportedly unrest sweeping 
through Latin America today. 

“Fidelisimo” — export of the 
Cuban revolution to certain Cen- 
tral and South American na- 
tions — has caused few ripples 
in the placid waters of Nicara- 
guan and Honduranian Jewry. 

A vignette etched in simple 
shades of black and white may 
serve to point up the nature of 
life among the few Jews in this 
region of steaming swamps, ba- 
Mana jungles and cloud-hung 
hills. . 

In tHe rear of a small dry 
goods store, high in the moun- 
tains of Tegucigalpa, Honduras, 
a small group waited for a min- 
yan to begin prayers for a de- 
ceased member of the tiny Jew- 
ish community.

Report 8.5% Hike in Jews 
Studying at U.S. Colleges 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Jewish 
enrollment at American colleges 
jumped 8.& per cent this semes- 
ter, according to a report com- 
piled by Dr. William Haber, of 
Ann Arbor, Mich., national chair- 
man of B’nai B'rith Hillel Foun- 
dation. The report was read at 
the organization’s 117th annual 
meeting in the Waldorf-Astoria. 

The quota system, which at one 
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time restricted the number of 
Jewish students seeking admis- 
sion to college, is today virtually 
dead, Dr. Haber declared. 

He forecast an enrollment of 
400,000 Jewish undergraduates in 
colleges by 1970. His study 
showed a higher rate of increase 
for Jewish students than the 5.6 
per cent rise this year in the 
general student population. 

Small colleges noted an in- 
crease of 16 per cent in Jewish 
enrollment, Dr. Haber asserted.

The Rabbi explained why the 
New Testament is what he 
termed “so vehement” against 
the Jews. 

“When a family or a close 
group of friends argue,” he said, 
“their arguments are more ve- 
hement.” 

He cited the deep feeling that 
stirred both sides in the Ameri- 
can Civil War as an instance of 
how bitter a controversy between 
close friends and relatives can 
become. 
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Growing Number of Israelis Shun 
Drastic Collective Life of Kibbutzim 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — The 
growing tendency on the part of 
kibbutz members to shun. the 
more drastic aspects of collective 
jife in the agricultural settle- 
ments is causing concern among 
the leaders of the Hakibutz Ha- 
dati and other organizations re- 
presenting kibbutzim aah geen 
Israel. 

The latest case in point is that 
of the Kibbutz B’nai Darom, 
which was’ established on the 
site of the Kibbutz Kfar Darom, 
destroyed by the Egyptians dur- 
ing the Israeli War of Independ- 
ence. 

The members of B’nai Darom 
voted to transform their kibbutz 
into a collective Moshav where 
all personal property such as 
clothing, furniture, house, etc. 
would be owned privately al- 
though the fields and agricultur- 
al equipment would still be 
owned collectively. 

B’nai Darom’s membership at 
one time included about 50 Amer- 
icans who had come from the 
Hashomer Hadati and B’nai Aki- 





yvah movements in the United 
Stat>s. All have since left B’nai 
Darom. Many of the Americans 
returned to the States, others re- 
mained to establish residence in 
the cities of Israel. 

Opposition to the move taken 
by the B’nai Darom kibbutzniks 
who voted for a collective moshav 
arose promptly from the Jewish 
Agency and the Orthodox Kibbutz 
Movement. The Jewish Agency 
warned that turning the kibbutz 
into a collective moshav would 
require the investment of tens 
of thousands of pounds. 

The Orthodox Movement point- 
ed out that the vote brought to 
the fore the basic question “just 
who owns the kibbutz, the settl- 
ers or the organization to which 
the kibbutz belongs?” 

The Movement argued that it 
owned B’nai Darom. They told 
the members if they wanted to 
live in a moshav they could move 
to an established moshav. The 
settlers argued that they have in- 
vested 11 years of toil in B’nai 
Darom and therefore they are

The board 
must be concerned as well with 
the temple’s every aim and ob 
jective as a house of study, 
prayer and assembly and the 
members of the board must set 
the example for the rest of the 
congregation in all these areas 
of congregation activity. A board 
that shares with the rabbi the 
responsibility of planning and ad- 
vancing the spiritual growth of 
the congregation and of intensi- 
fying the Jewish life of its mem- 
bers is a pre-requisite to a terr- 
ple which successfully fulfills its 
purpose.” 
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BEING AWARE of the ulti- 
mate function of the synagogue 
board is only part of the solu- 
tion to the problem of gettinz 
an effective board. We must now 
seek the answer to the question 
of what qualifications shall we 
seek in individual board mem- 
bers? In the judgement of Katz, 
the most important qualifications 
to seek in a board member are: 

1) A knowledge of Judaism and 
a committment to the branch 
with which he is affiliated, 

2) The desire to understand 
and the ability to advance the 
basic purpose, Philosophy, pro- 
gram and policies of the syna- 
gogue. 

3) A conviction that the syna- 
gogue has a vital role to play in 
the Jewish and general commu- 
nity. 

4) An attitude that the syna- 
gogue can and should be efficient 
administratatively, 

5) A sense of communal re- 
sponsibility. 

6) Previous or current experi- 
ence aS a committee member, 
board member or officer of the 
synagogue’s auxiliaries, or serv- 
ice in the Jewish and general 
community, 

7) Potential capacity for lead- 
ership. 
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8) Sound judgement, 

9) Open-mindedness, 

10) Ability to work co-opera- 
tively as part of a team. 

11) Ability to participate in dis- 
cussion and function effectively 
at board meetings, 

12) Willingness to work in 
partnership with the rabbi and 
professional staff. 

13) Desire and readiness to 
give time and assume responsi- 
bility. 

14) Possess special abilities 
that can contribute in specific 
ways to the synagogue. 

15) Representative of a seg- 
ment of the congregation. 

16) Set an example in support 
of the synagogue, according to 
his financial ability. 


RABBI JULIUS J. NODEL of 
St. Louis has put these qualifi- 
cations in what he terms the 
“Ten Commandments For A 
Board Member”: 

1) Thou shall know why tem- 
ple exists dnd annually review 
why it should. 

2) Thou shalt interpret the 
place and function of thy temple 
to the community and not hide 
its light under thine indifference. 

3) Thou shalt not accept the 
name of thy office in vain. 

4) Conduct thy meetings 
through joint thinking; accept its 
decisions with grace; and deal 
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with rabbi, educational director, 
executive secretary and admini- 
strative staff as partners, 

5) Thou shalt keep far enough 
ahead of the membership to te 
progressive and close enough to 
be practical. 

6) Thou shalt spend thy treas. 
ury for the temple and save it 
not for the record. 

7) Thou shalt face budgets 
with courage, obligations with up- 
timism, deficits with dismay and 
recover quickly from a surplus, 

8) Thou shalt give money, help 
get it, or both. 

9) Thou shalt not be a false 
witness of the ideals which thou 
holdest up to others, but through 
attendance at services and partic. 
ipation in all activities thou shalt 
set an example to thy spouse, 
thy son, thy daughter and every- 
one who enters thy temple’s 
gates. 

10) Thou shalt be a part of a 
tradition, but eager to improve 
it. 

The synagogue, too, bears a re- 
sponsibility to the. board mem. 
ber. In the words of Irving Katz, 
“Every new board member 
should have the opportunity for 
a period of basic training and 
orientation, adapted to meet the 
needs of the individual, varying 
with his knowledge of the tem- 
Ple and the community, and with 
his experience as a board or com- 
mittee member in other organi- 
zations . . . The modern temple 
is becoming increasingly com- 
plex and it has become impera- 
tive for board members to keep 
themselves informed and abreast 
of current trends and new de- 
velopments.” 
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Campaigning Far From a Science 
Says Veteran Isidor Sobeloff 


Excerpts from a talk delivered 
recently to the general assem- 
bly of the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds 
in Detroit.

A meaninful appraisal of local 
campaign experience and a pro- 
jection of prospects for 1961 
might assume that reliable 


ance can be measured both quali- 
tatively and quantitatively. The 
fact is that it is next to impos- 
sible to separate out coincidence 
from cause and effect. 

TOO OFTEN we minimize the 
role of external factors when 
those factors operate favorably 
in a campaign and’ we assign a 
maximized role to such outside 
factors only when they are ad- 
verse in nature. 

If, then, we are entitled to less 
glory when we happen to suc- 
ceed, there also will be less guilt 
in apparent failure. For a long 
time yet to come we shall need 
to speak of campaigning as no 
science; it’s not even a chartable 
business system; at most, it’s an 
art. 

In most of our cities, we have 
settled down (or up, if you 
please) on a plateau of giving 
that has varied little in the last 
three years. It’s dramatically 
higher than before the war. For 
some of us, it’s almost within 
grasp of the early post-war 
peaks. It certainly is strikingly 
beyond the standards we sharc 
with our neighbors in general 
community campaigns. 

And, it is indeterminately high 
or low when measured against 
the imponderables of actual in- 
dividual wealth and income of 
our contributors, about whose 
potentials in relation to our ef- 
forts we know so much less than 
we assume, 


UNFORTUNATELY, to know 
that another city has a higher 
or lower per capita teaches us 
very little about the special] prob- 
lems of our own community. An 
oddity that can trouble us is that, 
an increased gift from one con- 





tributor may still be a poor gift 
and a renewed gift, without an

In our eagerness to spread the 
word that we are getting in- 
creased gifts in our drive we 
may be doing more than justice 
to the bad giver and less than 
justice to the good one. 

Let us confess that in many 
of our annual campaigns we go 
forth to battle with techniques 
that are clothed in tradition, and 
also blunted by rote and sancti- 
fied almost by fetish. For years 
some of us have published a list 
of contributors, even including 
a record of unpaid balances and 
delinquencies—and we defended 
our procedure against the objec- 
tors. Then, for a year or two, 
we abandoned publication and we 
ratioualized the new procedure, 
just as firmly and quite as con- 
clusively. 

SINCE THEN, we turned our 
back on full publication, reversed 
our position of non-publication 
and introduced the not-too-much, 
not-too-little, but the just-right 
distribution of a workers’ year- 
book showing gifts of $100 and 
over, and made available in an 
edition limited to our campaign 
army. At the moment, we can 
tell you why this particular way 
is best. 

Or take card-calling. For years 
we had used the supposedly re- 
spectable, considerate method of 
voluntary announcement of 
pledges—and, forgive us our in- 
nocence, we thought we were 
doing pretty well. Then came the 
sledgehammer days, when we 
closed the doors—and the tran- 
soms—and went to town—and 
woe unto the prospect who didn’t 
fall into line. We banged and we 
bludgeoned—and we thought we 
were doing pretty well. The re- 
action set in and we found that 
a straight line, whatever else it 
is, isn’t always the most effec- 
tive way from where you are to 
where you want.to go. 

AND SO, WE made modifica- 
tions, calling in some groups, 
asking for volunteers in others, 
even limiting ourselves in some 
groups to assigning the names 
for later, individualized personal 
solicitation. Despite all of what 
we knew before or thought we 
knew, we still believed that we 
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were doing pretty well. In the 
end, we were not absolutely sure 
that we could discern a positive 
correlation betwcen any one ap- 
proved method and the results. 

Now, we are not so sure about 
many of the earlier arbitrary 
rules that we took for granted. 
One basic lesson we seem to have 
learned. Rather than relying on 
hard and fast rules we put our 
faith in change of pace, in flex- 
ibility, in discretion and in in- 
dividualized and specialized ap- 
proaches to diverse situations in 
soliciting. The best way to solicit 
one group may not be the best 
in another; what flatters one may 
offend his neighbor. Even the 
same person may not respond to 
the same approach from one time 
to the next. 


THERE WAS A time when we 
were sure that barrages of dis- 
play advertising created the de- 
sired climate. Then we swung 
over to the community-relations- 
inspired position that this pub- 
licity was not good for our gen- 
eral well-being. Before we had a 
chance locally to change, the na- 
tional UJA began feeding us with 
free ads (or, at least, apparently 
free ads). 

For direct expenditures we 
were guided by a conservative 
principle; for indirect expendi- 
tures, we operated on a looser 
and different principle—and we 
clamored for more ads, more 
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help set them in their concrete 
base. Irrigation is of decisive ime 
portance to the expansion of the 
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field men, more entertainers, 
more fan-dancers. These, too, ran 
their cycle and faded out. As of 
now, the more restrained and 
more limited use of these “ex- 
tras” is in style—and who is to 
be sure, beyond surmise, which 
way is better? 

THERE WAS A time when the 
mark of the leaaer was that he 
set the example, in announcing 
his pledge early, in making a 
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good increase, in stating clearly 
and without equivocation just 
what-he was giving, in showing 
that his gift and his conscience 
and his pride were all at peace 
with each other. He turned up at 
the right time and place when 
he wa: no longer necessarily the 
biggest giver. He remembered to: 
apply to himself the arguments 
and the reasoning that he him-

self, used in earlier campaigns on 
someone else. : 

We found that the span of 
working-life for some campaign- 
ers has its limits, that the readi- 
ness to announce a gift when 
you’re on your way up is much 
stronger than when you’re on 
your way down. We heard a for- 
mer leader say, “I’m not coming 
to the meeting; I don’t want to 
put a damper on the campaign”; 








or “I don’t need to come; I know 
what it’s all about,” or “Don’t 
try to put the pressure on me; 
I’ve gone through all that.” 


THESE AND many other re- 
actions, understandable and per- 
haps even forgivable—can come 
from the most surprising quar- 
ters, from a past year’s chair- 
man, from so-called national lead- 
ers, in short from persons who 
remind us that we can get wrong 
answers from the right people

Communities have applied 
themselves in different ways to 
deal with this problem. One ef- 
fective approach is for the Fed- 
eration or campaign leadership

Pite the charity and the gener- 
osity and the devotion which 
made a leader such a wonderful 
person one year, he may turn 
into a problem child the next. 


WE MUST remind ourselves 
that matters as extraneous as 
these to us are considerations 
of substance to those whom we 
nurture. It is difficult to assay 
how much credit in a given com- 
munity goes to good organiza- 
tion, to literature with content, 
to the speaker we secure from 
the UJA, to instructions to our 
solicitors, to the massive and 
endless lists and statistics we 
grind out. Even business condi- 
tions, which surely have some 
impact, and the objective needs 
among our beneficiaries, which 
certainly raise or lower the 
sights of our leaders and their 
followers, are not necessarily 
as decisive as the intangible loy- 
alties and even the whims of a 
handful of dominant personal- 
ities.

we regard it as an insult to 
democracy to ease off on the 
disproportionate concentration on 
the broad base and spend more 
of our overhead and our time 
on raising the levels of giving 
among the relatively few who 
can really give? No welfare fund 
campaign can be truly success- 
ful by being a middle class cam- 
paign. 

IT IS VALID to talk of get- 
ting substantially increased gifts 
from the middle brackets only 
if we mean those in the middle 
brackets who belong in the top 
brackets. Attention to such se- 
lected prospects should not be 
turned into a diversionary proj- 
ect to humor and over-protect 
the tired big giver, Several hun- 
dred additional, more intensive, 
better thought out, more care- 
fully assigned solicitations of the 
potentially big givers would do 
more in any city to raise total 
giving to new heights than the 





most fantastically successful met- 
ropolitan, junior, or other run- 
of-the-mine, lower middle-class 
drive for increased numbers of 
givers. 

In dealing then primarily, even 
if not exclusively, with the giver 
of means who hasn’t come for- 
ward over the years, how likely 
is his attendance at a group 
meeting? How important in 
reaching him are mailings? How 
much dependence can be put on 
the positive effects of this visit 
to Israel? 

IN THIS context what contin- 
uing values are there in the Mi- 
ami national meetings? (I pause 
in my questions to observe that 
the Miami meeting is on the de- 
cline, that its values have long 
since dwindled, dwindled as sure- 
ly as the two-line card of the 
double card as a solicitation de- 
vice.) 

In summary, we have found 
that after allowing for the public 
education and the large mass 
meetings and the advertising and

mailings and most of the “out- 
side” speakers and a host of other 
aids, we are left with a core of 
devoted people whose dedication 
is intense even if for some of 
them it is not premanent. To 
keep some thirty or forty of them 
involved, humored and honored 
is to have the making of a good 
campaign. 

If each year, in spite of our 
high estimate of them, two or

the haunts of the old Maccabees. 

Menorah — why do you say 
that on Hanuka? 

Menorah is assbciated with the 
Maccabean revolt, partly because 
Antiochus had despoiled the tem- 
ple of its golden Menorah and 
the temple re-kindled the tem- 
ple lights According to Joseph- 
Judas Maccabeus on re-entering 
us, the seven lamps of the Me- 


. norah stand for the seven plan- 


ets. The Menorah was the sym- 
pol of the Jewish Legion in the 
First World War and the Brit- 
ish veterans of the Jewish Le- 
gion called their organization the 
Menorah Club. One of Theodore 
Herzl’s first Zionist writings was 
a feuilleton telling how a Jew 
who had been oblivious of Jew- 
ish values acquired a Hanuka 
Menorah and with that began his 
Jewish re-education. 

The biggest Jewish show in 
America today is the annual] 
Hanuka Festival, staged under 
the auspices of Israel Bonds. Jan 
Peerce, the Metropolitan Opera 
star, who frequently graces the 
festival, once sang in the choir

of an East Side synagogue along 
with David Sarnoff. Peerce is a 
religious Jew, who still “davens” 
daily. Ira Guilden, the national 
chairman of Israel Bonds who 
Participates in the program was 
born on Cherry Street on the 
East Side, a few doors from the 
house where Washington lived 
as President of the United States, 
following his first inauguration. 
More recently, Guilden lived at 
the Waldorf underneath the suite 
of General MacArthur. 

The school of Shammai held 
that all eight Hanuka candles 
are to be jit the first night and 
diminished by one each succeed- 
ing night, to teach the lesson that 
the greatest glory is of the past, 
but the school of Hillel held the 
reverse. One candle the first 
night and another added each 
succeeding day,, teaching the les- 
sen that the future is more glor- 
ious. And, as always, it was 
Hillel’s views that won out in 
Jewish law.

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The National Jewish POST and OPINION 
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Bar Mitzva Now Observed 
By Most Reform Temples 


If officially, American Re- 
form has consigned the bar mitz- 
va ceremony to the scrapheap, 
in practice the individual Reform 
rabbi has done nothing of the 
sort. 

The opposition of Reform Ju- 
daism to the bar mitzva cere- 
mony goes back to the earliest 
times of the movement. The first 
yearbook of the proceedings of 
the 1890 meeting of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis, 
the organization of Reform rab- 
bis, called the bar mitzva “a soul- 
Jess ceremony without signifi- 
cance ...an old and worn tradi- 
tion.” 

THE RABBI’S Manual, pub- 
lished in 1928 by. the CCAR, de- 
clared that Reform Judaism “has 
replaced the ceremony of bar 
mitzva with that of confirmation 
for both boys and girls.” 

The return to traditional prac- 
tices among Reform Jews may 
or may not be responsible for the 
fact that there is obviously much 
evidence that the bar mitzva and 
Reform are far from incompati- 


ble. Two representatives of the 
Reform movement thought it 
would be a good idea to find out 
just how much bar mitzva and 
Reform do mix. 

Benjamin Efron, director of ed- 
ucation of Temple Sinai in Ros- 
lyn Heights, a Long Island subur-. 
ban city, and the spiritual leader 
of the temple, Rabbi Alvan D. 
Rubin, surveyed the Reform rab- 
binate to determine just how 
widespread the bar mitzva cere- 
mony was in Reform congrega- 
tions. 


THE QUESTIONNAIRE was 
sent to 582 Reform rabbis. A 
total of 336 completed question. 
naires were returned, almost 60 
per cent of those queried and a 
most respectable return by the 
most critical standards of such 
polling. The findings were re- 
ported in the October issue of 
the CCAR Journal. 

No less than 324 of the rabbis 
reported that the bar mitzva was 
a standard ceremonial procedure

than 95 per cent. The survey, 
which was completed in May, 
1960, demonstrated both that Re- 
form and the bar mitzva cere- 
mony mix very well indeed and 
that rituals and practices vary 
widely from congregation to con- 
gregation. 

In eight out of ten of the Re- 
form congregations, the bar mitz- 
va boy reads from the traditional 
portion of the week, but it is 
the rabbi, not the bar mitzva, 
who chooses the particular pas- 
sage to be read. Interestingly 
enough, 31 of the 326 Reform rab. 
bis go to sources outside the 
weekly sidra for the bar mitzva 
Torah reading service. 

THE SURVEY sought to learn 
the basis for these choices by 
the rabbis. The guiding principle 
for 68 was the “meaningfulness” 
of the passage and 60 were con- 
cerned that the verses should be 
“suitable” for the occasion. Fifty- 
six looked for passages with ethi- 
cal or prophetic teaching, 21 
picked passages which could be 
treated sermonically and 19 
wanted the readings to be in- 
spirational and _ significant in 
modern terms. 

The researchers interpreted 
these findings to mean that 
American Reform rabbis “are 
seeking to make Torah-reading 
service a teaching ritual once 
again. They are looking for the

The researchers indicated sup 
prise at the number of congrega, 
tions — 75 — which “have re 
tained the traditional chanting 
the bar mitzva.” Another inten 
‘esting finding was that almost 
as many Reform rabbis — 103 . 
used the traditional Orthodox 
portions in the selection of the 
Haftarah passages to be read ag 
did those — 110 — who used the 
table of Scriptural readings in 
the back of the official prayer 
book of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations. 

FOR THOSE who remain con. 
vinced that Reform puts little og 
no stress on Hebrew in child ra 
ligious education, the findings 
might be surprising. In 50 cone 
gregations, the bar mitza bog 
does the Haftarah in Hebrew 
only. In 107 congregations, the 
practice is for the bar mitzva to 
do the Haftarah in both Hebrew 
and English. 

Tht surveyors conclude with 
the proposition that it is time for 
American Reform to face up te 
“the reality of the bar mitzva," 
particularly in terms of making 
what is obviously a widely aw 
cepted ceremony something 
which to them it is not at the 
present time — “a significant re 
ligious and educational expert.

uits ‘World Union of Jewish Journalists’ 
Proposed by Israeli Government Leaders 


LONDON (P-0O) — A proposal 
Israel Government leaders to 
organize the Jewish press and 
“Jay down the law” regarding 
the “functions of a world union 
of Jewish journalists” is de 
nounced as “high level presump- 
’ by Jon Kimche, edi- 
tor of the Jewish Observer and 
Middle East Review. 

Writing in the Nov. 18 issue of 
the magazine, Kimche says, “I 
am sorry to see that responsible 
journalists in Israel are co-oper- 
ating in an official attempt to 
organize the Jewish press. 

“The National Association of 
Israel Journalists is giving its 
support to a ‘pre-conference’ of 
Jewish journalists called by the 
Israeli Government, the Jewish 
Agency and the World Jewish 
Congress at which, I learn from 
an official handout, Zalman Sha- 
gar, Israel chairman of the agen- 
cy, will deliver an address on 
“he mission of the Jewish press 
and the functions of a world 
union of Jewish pournalists.’ 

BEN-GURION TO SPEAK 

“The two-day conference will 
also be addressed — presumably 
on the function of the Jewish 
press — by Premier Ben-Gurion, 
Foreign Minister Golda Meir, 
World Zionist President Dr, Gold- 
mann and Jerusalem Mayor Ish- 
Shalom. 

“So far, I have heard nothing 
about the press or journalists’ 
side of the story — if there is 
still time for it, after the ‘per- 
sonalities’ have laid down the 
law. All this, I fear, raises some 
interesting questions of jour- 
nalistic morality. 

“The pre-conference, it appears, 
is to be the forerunner of a 
conference at which a world un- 
ion of Jewish journalists will be 
established under the same of- 
ficial auspices. It would be in- 
teresting to know how this 
Squares up with full Israeli mem- 


bership in the International 1 


Press Institute, an organization 
of international journalists with 
headquarters in Zurich, which is 
dedicated to the freedom of the 
press in every sense of that word 
and more particularly to its free- 
dom from official organizations. 
BASIC ISSUES AT STAKE 
“The IPI is planning to hold 
its next international gathering 
In Israel in the spring. It will 
be interesting to hear what its 
members have to say about offi- 
cial institutions — or govern- 


_Ment-sponsored unions. 


“But there are much more 
basic issues yet to be settled. 

at is a Jewish journalist? 
None of the organizers will say, 


but from a definition given to 
me privately, the secretary of 
the Little Rock Jewish Aid So- 
ciety, by virtue of his occasional 
news paragraph for the Little 
Rock Jewish News jis one, but 
columnist Walter Lippman is not. 
Neither is Art Buchwald nor 
Bernard Levin. This is patently 
quite ridiculous. In fact, the 
whole project is so ill-conceived 
that its organizers, and primarily 
those holding responsible jobs in, 
journalism, would be well ad- 
vised to go away and think some 
more about it. 

“There are lessons to be 
learned from the failure of a 
similar attempt to form a syn- 
dicate of Jewish journalists at 


the first Zionist Congress and 
again at Basle in 1946. Even the 
current effort recently threat- 
ened to founder on the rocks 
when the Israel Government 
stepped in and took over the main 
responsibility for its organization 
from the nominees of the World 
Jewish Congress. This, in itself, 
should be sufficient warning to 
intending members — to have a 
second look at this ill-advised 
project. 

“There is a case — a strong 
case — for a genuine profession- 
al organizatior. of Jewish jour- 
nalists, dedicated to improving 
the standards of Jewish — and 
Israeli — journalism. But this is 
another story.”

Officially and unofficially, Is- 
rael is a foe of prejudice or dis- 
crimination of any kind. The at- 
titude of the average Israeli 
toward his fellow-man is directed 
not only by the historic experi- 
ences of Jews who have for so 
Jong been the victims of such 
discrimination, but also, by basic 
moral and ethical concepts which 
are at the very root of the Israel 
national philosophy, 


It is for that reason, for ex- 
ample, that non-white visitors, 
of every nationality and of ev- 
ery hue, feel at home in Israel 
They are never conscious of 
either prejudice on the one hand, 
or patronizing toledance on the 
other. They are regarded natural- 
ly, as equal human beings, 

BEFORE THF iaw, Jew and 
‘Arab have equal rights in Israel. 
They have equal right to vote and 
hold office; equal freedom of re- 
ligion; equal rights to justice and 
equal claims for education. It is 
true that national security and 
defense require certain limita- 
tions on the Arabs at the mo- 
ment, but only for these reasons, 
and it is conceded that such re- 
strictions are temporary abridge- 
ments of native civil rights. 


Within the Jewish community, 


- too, every effort is made to pre- 


vent partiality or even appear- 
ance of partiality to one ele- 
ment of the community over an- 
other. It is not enough that Jews 
from Oriental countries not be 
discriminated against; they 
Should not even be given any 
cause to think that discrimina- 
tion exists. 

And yet, we are confronted 
with certain moral problems, to 
which I do not know the answer- 
Well-meaning friends and_phil- 
anthropic institutions wishing to 
help certain classes of immi- 
grants offer special assistance to 
Sephardi Jews. None others can 
qualify for aid from these funds 
Yet, if someone were to announce 
the establishment of a fund to 
help young people of European 
or Ashkenazi background only, 
it would, without doubt, create 
a furore.

PROPOSAL FOR ACTION 


The reconstitution of the National Community Rela- 
tions Advisory Council as the one single overall agency 
in the field of community relations, including both the 
Anti-Defamation League and the American Jewish Com- 
mittee,is some years off. 

NO ONE WOULD be so optimistic as to assert that 
the feebie attempts at negotiations carried on every time 
the Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds elects 
i new president have any hopes of success. 

Meanwhile, there is no consultation worthy of the 
name, even often in crisis situations, between the NCRAC 
and the two dissident groups, the AJCommittee and the 

ti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith. 

It therefore behooves the community to do some fresh 
thinking on the problem 

EITHER WE WAIT until ten years from now, or more 
likely twenty, when a new generation will not tolerate 
divisiveness in so important an area of American Jewish 
life. or we seek ways and means to secure less than the 
ideal, which would be that reconstitution of the NCRAC. 


This fresh approach might be a formal commitment 
of the NCRAC, the AJCommittee and the ADL calling for 
only consultation. This wouid be a step forward. No one 
would be majorized, and there would be no joint program- 
ming, no assignment of tasks

So we’re recommending a new effort to achieve only 
part of the requirements for smooth functioning of the 
Jewish community relations activities. 

If this proposal has some serious drawback, then let 
alternative proposals ,be fashioned. ; 


WHEN THE Presidents Conference was set up, its 
frame of reference was limited and its structure contained 
all the weaknesses which are usually associated with ef- 
forts of a split community. Yet the Presidents Conference 
has made remarkable advances fos securing coordination 
in relations between the national Jewish organizations in 
their activities connected with Israel. 

The proposal in this editoriai can be shown to have 
a number of weaknesses. But at least this may be a start.

HAPPY AUGURY 


Technical aid to Israel from the U.S. (P-O, Dec. 8) will 
be discontinued after June 30, 1962. This is a happy augury.
